Despatch, having I'retideut Arthur and Sec- 
ret aiy of the N<ivy Chandler on board, ar- 
rived at Weal Island from Now London.—

boats and driven direct to tbe city. He im*

i. Tlie wonderful worksol'Go'l. The 
iiilinist wns a lover of nature. 
In the 


early years of liis life while keeping Ids 
father's sheep in the Holds around Hdth- 
L'heni, he drank in the gracious and re- 
llniuiC liitluencoi that pervaded the niuet 
leenury of that neighborhood; in the 
itonny years during \vhicli lie was per- 
secutcil by Saul, literally hunted like a 
wild bu;ist upon the uioiiiit:uus, hedwelt 
In the forests, the caves of the wilder- 
ness, the rocky and inacecssable places, 
exposed, oftentimes, to storms and tein- 
[>ests, to sun and rain, until he became 
tauiiliiir willi all the aspects of nature, 
lie was a fclose observer of the world 
about him. 
Ilia active and receptive 


mind seized upon the phases of nature 
presented to him and his retentive mem- 
ory held the impressions made upon 


in. His imagination was kindled by 


these inihiences, aud from all this store- 
house of materials lie gathered such, il- 
lustrations as best served to set forth 
the truths he sought to express in his 
psulins. The nineteenth has been called 
the morning psalm. It opens with a 


lowing declaration of the glory of God 


us set forth in the morning, when the 
sun comes up from behind the eastern 
liills, as a bridegroom, ducked lu splen- 
did apparel, comes out to meet his 
bride, or as a stron^iimn, in the full 
possession of his strength, conscious of 
his powers andof his complete command 
over them, comes forth to nm a race, in 
which lie expects to be easily a victor. 
As every part of the earth feels the pow- 
er of thy sun's heat, so does the glory oi 
the Lord 1111 the whole world, penetrat- 
ing to every place and revealing itself 
everywhere. 


II. The wonderful word of God. 


Cut less wonderful is the word of God, 
the law of the Lord. Jt has 
been 


thought- by sonic that this psalm is made 
up of two distinct and unrelated Psalms, 
brought arbitrarily together by some 
editor or collector of the sarml lyrics; 
but this supposition set-ins to be wholly 
needless. As the sun is the chief and 
most glorious body in the physical uni- 
verse, so the law of the Lord Is the cen- 
tral and controlling source of inllueiice 
and power, in tho morul and spiritual 
world. In It is revelation of God no 
less full and impressive in its way than 
that made by the glory of the sun and 
the magnificent array of the heavenly 
bodies. 
The power of this central, 


spiritual luminary to convert the soul, 
to give wisdom, to awaken the under- 
standing, to enkindle joy, to enlighten 
.he intellect, to purify the whole moral 
ind spiritual nature, Is greater than can 
!)u estimated. The law of the Lord is a 
perfect law. 
Jt lacks nothing as a rule 


of faith ami practice, it Is perfectly 
idaptcd to all hunum conditions and re- 
jtiiri'incnls. Jt Is lilted to the circmn- 
«tana:s of man's state imd to all his 
lecds. The IJiblc is thoroughly sound 
nd consistent. It is more tobedcslred, 
tiore worthy to be sought after than 
gold, riches in any form, or anything 
that the world lias to offer. 
Its 
truths 


are of greater value than the choicest 
treasures of human wisdom. 
They arc 


like a brilliant beacon light shining over 
a stormy sea, or a warning volcesound- 
ingovera pathless wilderness calling to 
the right way. 


III. 
An appropriate prayer. 
The 


Psalmist's consideration of the glories of 
the hcavuiis above him, and his medita- 
tion upon the grandeur and.spiritual eltl- 
cacy of God's law. awakens the devout 
gratitude of his heart and a sense of his 
need of the purifying influences of divine 
grace. He is moved to pray that he may- 
be kept from presumptuous sins, and that 
his words and thoughts may be accepta- 
ble in the sight of God. 
Such ought to 


be the result of .1 reverent and careful 
observation of nature, and of the humble 
study of God's word, in every human 
he-art ami life, 
Nature will lead us in the 


right direction, if wo will let her, if we 
come to the study of her truths without 
bias or prejudice, 
and ask of her no 


more than she is able to give; when she 
can no longer help us, the law of the 
Lord, the word of God, will guide us 
into the enjoyment of perfect peace, and 
the blessed inHuem:irs which come from 
the communion with God and reconcili- 
ation to him through faith in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. What David perhaps but 
dimly apprehended, we may enjoy in 
fullness and so may find God to be In 
the highest sense our strength and our 
redeemer.

Death frow BtarvattoD, 


The New York papers give an ac- 


count of a once prosperous merchant in 
Ohio dying from starvation. Tbo ac- 
count says the man whose name was 
Waltz, moved to Day toil a few months 
ago. 
He had been in business in Xeniu 


and prospered, but reverses came and 
tie failed. Gradually hluce then lie lias 
been drifting into poverty, until now 
the life and surroundings of his family 
are in startling and bitter contrast to 
the conditions under which they began 
a career full of promise and happludss. 
For the last three or four weeks this un- 
fortunate family has scarcely had a bite 
to cat, yet they were too proud to beg 
or make known their condition. Their 
poverty and distress was disclosed by 
the death of tbeir father, who had hud 
nothing to eat for the last three weeks. 


Although sickly he attempted to work, 


and fpr the last week he gathered bould- 
ers from the river. Having had no food, 
liowevcr, for sometime, and being weak, 
he was not able to do his work, and on 
Saturday he sank to the ground from 
exhaustion. He was taken to his home. 
While in the water he contracted a cold, 
which was followed by lockjaw, and he 
died a horrible death. His seven child- 
ren, most of whom are still small were 
,t his bedside when his death occured, 
and were clamoring for something to 
eat. The wife and children tell a sad 
tale of want iu.d misery, having hud but 
one loaf of bread to cat within the last 
wci-k. Tlie family is in the most 
destitute circumstances and have suff- 
ered most intensely. 


A new and excellent application of 


electric lighting has its origin in an ac- 
cident. A body of liremen were called to 
enter the cellar of a building in Paris. 
They carried ordinary lanterns, and, as 
a gas pipe had been broken in the gen- 
eral excitement and the cellar had fllled 
with gas, an explosion occurred which 
tilled some of the party and badly 
'oundcd others. The authorities have 
therefore supplied the fire brigade with

Young orchards should, so far as 


possible, be kept in hueil crops and 
never in grain except buckwheat. 
The first year after setting the trees 
corn is the best hoed crop, as the 
stalks grow high enough by midsum- 
mer to shade both soil and trees. 


Horses that have been hard at work 


through the week need the day of 
rest as well as their owners. Rood 
driving is, for a good many horses, 
much harder than work on the plow, 
as the hard surface notouly tests their 
feet but jars the frame in trotting. 


From 1830 to 1871 the world's 


supply and use of wool increased 
much more rapidly than the world's 
population. There has been also a 
like increase in the use of cotton, but 
of flax and hemp, which -will last five 
to ten times as long as modern cot- 
ton or woollen goods, there has been 
n large decease. 


Those who are growing sorghum 


for sugar and syrup will find a prof- 
itable use (or part of it in feeding 
niilch cows and pigs. It is very fat- 
tening, the sweet that itcontainsbe- 
ing one of the most nourishing of 
all substances. But it is not adapted 
to breeding stock, and if given very 
. freely to bulls will render them im- 
potent. 


One reason why so many advocate 


leavi ug horses unshod is the extreme- 
ly high price charged for shoeing of- 
ten by blacksmith who arc only able 
to mane a botch of a job. A good 
workman deserves good pay, but in 
most country blacksmiths shops,those 
left to shoe horses frequently have 
but poor understanding of the busi- 
ness. 


If strawberries have been kept rea- 


sonably clean until the croplias been 
gathered, the bed may be preserved 
another season by plowing two fur- 
rows together between each row, 
leaving the ridge one or two weeks 
until the living plants are destroyed, 
and then levelling down with a onc- 
borse cultivator. The spaces in the 
rows should then be thinned by re- 
moving the poorest plants and a 11 
weeds, and the whole kept clean un- 
til another season. 


The idea that hogs not fattening 


are injured by high feeding is a great 
mistake, and is not nearly as preva- 
lent as formerly. In this country the 
idea originates in the laqt that In- 
dian corn, or corn meal, is not good 
food alone to keep any stock in grow- 
ing condition. A mixture of oats and 
barley makes excellent food for grow- 
ing pins, making them long and thrif- 
ty rather than round. 


On small places where an abund- 


ance of manure can be had, necessi- 
ty compels owners to plant with hoed 
crops every year. Jt is difficult keep- 
ing the land in good condition in 
this way, as the soil becomes too hard, 
especially il it contains clay. Seed- 
ing once in four or five years will be 
advisable in order to form a sod and 
furnish more vegetable mould than 
is contained in manure. 


Farming vs. Other Callings. 


To a young man just starting in 


life for himself the choice of a call- 
ing to be pursued is the one for him 
to settle, and it sometimes proves an 
exceedingly difficult one to settle, 
and not unfrcqucntly ho has tried 
and bad some experience hi several 
different callings before finding that 
to which he is best adapted. Things 
are not stereotyped in tbii country, 
do not run in ruts as they do in the 
countries of the old world. It is so 
easy a matter to change from one 
calling or business to another that 
some men are all their lives chang- 
ing, but they generally illustrate the 
proverb that "a rolling stoco gathers 
no moss.'' It is certainly a great point 
gained by any young man if he can 


• early in life find out what he wants 


to do and then set himself persist- 
ently to doing it. But our purpose in 
tbis article is briefly to consider the 
relative chances for success in life in 
farming as compared with other call- 
ings. An between farming and work- 
ing for a salary In merchandising, 
manufactures, railroading, telegraph- 
ing, or any of the great interests 
which employ armies of men there 
can be no question. The cmp'oye is 
likely—almost certain, to remain an 
employe nllhis lifc,and that at n salary 
which barely affords a living, with- 


out the possibility of accumulating a 
competence for old age. The profes- 
sions—law, medicine and the minis- 
try—are all overcrowded, a large per- 
centage of all the graduates after a 
little time drop into their callings. A 
few reach eminence and success, but 
the great mass are only mediocre in 
cither attainments or success. 


Trade, like a lottery, lias prizes 


for a few, but blanks for the many. 
Over ninety 
out of every huu- 


ilwl nii'irlnuts fail sooner or later. 
Modern methods of connecting busi- 
ness make it more and more difficult 
for the man of moderate means to 
achieve success in trade. The snwll 
fish arc sooner or later swallowed by 
the large ones. Farming docs notof- 
fcr such brilliant prizes as those 
which .are gained by the few fortu- 
nate ones in trade ; but it does offer 
a reasonable certainty of a fair meas- 
ure of success when pursued intelli- 
gently and persistently. Few farm- 
ers arc obliged to apply to the bank- 
rupt court in comparison with those 
engaged in other callings. 


Not all farmers get rich, though 


(he number of those who become 
wealthy is by no means small. But 
the great mass of them gain proper- 
ly, become independent, in a moder- 
ate, way surround themselves and 
families with all the needed comforts 
of life, give their children a fail- edu- 
cation, live free from the perplexities 
and worries which constantly beset 
the man of business and constitute, 
as a class, the bed-rock of our pros- 
perity as a country. 


Farming is, at the present daj', 


about the only calling in which a 
man of small or moderate means can 
start and grow into an independent 
business of lis own. The false idea 
which has at times prevailed, that 
farming as a calling is lower down in 
the scale than other occupations is 
largely done away, and now the man 
who owns land, raises crops or live 
stock is regarded, as he always 
should have been, as the peer of any 
other man. Land ownership is be- 
coming, in tbis country, as it always 
has been in Europe, a boon to be 
sought after, and the owner of a 
good farm need envy no other man 
living.—["Farmer's R eview.] 


Household Hint?. 


Never put a hot irou directly upon 


silk-it takes the life out of it. 


Pickles or vinegar will not keep in a

Cream cures sunburn on some com- 


plexions, lemon juice is best on others, 
and cold water suits still others best. 


To scour knives easily, mix a small 


quantity of baking soda with your brick- 
dust, and see it your knives do not 
polish belter. 


For "greasing" the griddle, eut)a 


white turnip in halves, and rub tbe 
griddle with it. It causes no smoko, 
smell, taste or adhesion, and is better 
than butter or grease. 


Hartshorn applied to the stings ol 


poisonous insects will allay the pain 
and stop the swelling, or apply oil of 
sassafras, which is better. Bee-stings 
should be treated in tbis way. 


Don't waste your tinio scouring your 


bread pans; bread never banes as wall 
in a bright tin. Indeed, the best bread 
pans, H one can aflbrd to have them 
made, arc oblong ones made of Russia 
sheut-irou. 


Steel knives which are not in general 


use may be kept from rusting if they 
are dipped in a strong solution of soda, 
one part water to four of soda; then 
wipe dry, roll in flannel and keep in a 
dry place. 


Stale buns may be made to taste as 


nicely as when fresh if they are dipped 
a moment or so in cold water, then put 
into a hot oven for five or ten minutes. 
They will turn out as light and crisp as 
when first baked. 


When one has a fever and the hair is 


falling on", take a tea-cup o( sage, steep 
in a quart of soil water, strain it off into 
a tight bottle. Sponge the head with 
tliu tea frequently, wetting the roots of 
the hair. 


Flowers may bo kept very fresh over 


night if they are excluded entirely from 
the air. To do this wet them thorough- 
ly, put in a damp box, and cover with 
wet raw cotton or wet newspaper, then 
place in a cool spot. 


in canning fruit, it is needless trou- 


ble to heat or put the cans in hot witer; 
just set them on a crash towel or any 
cloth that has been folded double or 
triple, and dipped into water, and dip 
the hot fruit into them; of course there 
must not boa draught of air on them. 


When coffee beans are placed upon 


hot coals or upon a hot plate, the flavor 
arising is one of the most effective and 
at the same lime agreeable disinfectants. 
If no heat is obtainable, even the 
spreading of ground cofYcc on iho ob- 
ject to bo disinfected is most satisfac- 
tory. 


The Scientific American says, if a 


bottle of the oil of pennyroyal is loft, 
uncorked in .a room at night, not a 
mosquito, or any oilier bloodsucker, 
will bo found tlimo in the morning. 
Mix potash with powdered meal, and 
throw il Into Iho inl-holes of a cellar, 
and the rats will depart. If a rat or 
mouse get into your pan try, stuff in Its 


hole a tag laturated with a solution ol 
cayenne popper, and no rat or mouse 
w<ll touch the rag for the purpose-of 
opening a communication with a depot 
ol supplies. 


Recipes f or tue Table. 


PICKLED CALK'S LIVEII.—Wash a 


good liver in cold water while the brine 
Is prepared. Dissolve in a gallon of hot 
water all the salt it will contain, scald 
and skim it and let it eool. When the 
pickle is oool put the liver with it, in a 
wooden tub, laying a stone on the liver 
to keep it under the pickle, and let it 
stand lor ten days. In ten days drain 
Ihe liver, and hang it in a cool, dry place 
until it is quite dry, like dried buol. 
Beef's liver may be pickled in this way. 


To cook pickled liver, shave it in 


very thms'ices, liko dried beef; put in 
a frying-pan, over the fire, a neaping 
Ublespoonful of butter lor each pint ol 
shaved liver; when tbe butler is molted 
put in tbe liver and stir it lor about five 
minutes; Ihen dust over the liver a 
tahlospoonful ot flour, season it with 
quarter ol a saltspoonful of pepper, 
cover it with milk, let it boil lor three 
minutes, and then SITVO it. 


To SMOKE A MUTTOX HAM.—Trim 


a good leg of mutton in the form of a 
bam, and let it hang for two days. 
Heat in a thick saucepan half a pound 
each of rock and table salt, und brown 
sugar and two ounces of powdoied 
saltpeter; when a'l these ingredients 
are thoroughly warm, rub them well 
into the bam and place it in a wooden 
or earthen vessel, and let it stand for 
lour days, turning it every day; the 
fourth day rub a handful oi dry salt 
over the ham, and let it sland for two 
days longer; then dry it, and hang it 
in a wood smoke lor a week. 


EGG-liALLS Foil Soul*.—Boil one egg 


hard, separate the yolk Irom the white, 
and break the yolk very fine with a 
fork; add to the boiled yolk the yolk of 
a raw egg, a tablespoonful ot salad 
oil, a dust oi cayenne, a small hali- 
saltspoonful of sail, nml enough flour 
to [itrait the paste to be rolled'bctweea 
the palms of the hands in little Imlla, 
the hands being slightly floured. When 
nil the egg-balls are made put them in 
to a sauce pan half lull ol salted boilin; 
water; and boil them till they float up 
oil tho surface of the water; then take 
them out of tho boiling water with a 
skimmer, put them into the soup aiH 
serve it.
